“ The title of this ancient Greek manuscript of the Bible, which is by common consent 
ascribed to the fifth century, is derived from the fact that it belonged to the Patriarchal 
Chamber of Alexandria as far back as the beginning of the 14th century, as appears from a 
note in Arabic of that period inscribed on the first page of Genesis. Another note, also in 
Arabio of the same time, records the tradition that the manuscript was written by the 
band of the martyr Thecla—a tradition, however, which need not be seriously considered. 
Whether the Codex was preserved at Alexandria earlier than the 14th century there is 
nothing to show ; but the evidence of some of the writing points to an Egyptian origin, and 
we may assume that no city of Egypt would be more likely than Alexandria to be its 
birthplace. When Cyril Lucur, Patriarch of Alexandria, was promoted to Constantinople, 
in 1621, he took the manuscript with him, and presented it, through our Ambassador, Sir 
Thomas Roe, as a gift to King Charles I, in 1627. From that date it remained in the 
Royal Library, until 1757, when it was transferred with the rest of the Royal manuscripts 
to the newly-founded British Museum. 

“ The autotype edition which is now completed is an excellent one, faithfully repro¬ 
ducing the manuscript, page for page, in full size. At a comparatively moderate cost this 
true likeness of the Codex Alexandrinus will find its way to the different libraries of Europe 
and America and be welcomed as the best possible representative of the original.

The entire plan, and by far the grrater 
part of the execution, are his own. But, of course, he has not disdained to 
utilize the previous labours of others, or to accept help from his colleagues c 
the consular service, and from native scholars. Two years were devoted to the 
arrangement and transcription of the material; and the printing at Shanghai,hr 
Messrs. Kelly and Walsh, has taken about twelve months. It will be published 
very shortly, in a quarto volume of fifteen hundred pages, by Mr. Bernard 
Quaritch. 


Without the use of special types, it is not easy to give an account of 
work, as sketched out in the Preface. The total number of characters given, 
each under a separate heading, is 13,848, every one numbered for the purpose of 
easy reference oy means of the Radical Index. It appears that the ftunooi 
lexicon which passes under the name of K‘ang Hsi contains more than forty 
thousand characters, but we are assured that a Chinese newspaper can be 
printed with a fount of six thousand. Each character is marked with another 
number denoting its “tone” in Pekinese, followed by its romanisation in no lew 
than nine dialects, and also in the languages of Korea, Japan, and Annwn. 
Opposite the character are given its various meanings, without any attempt to 
trace the original etymology or the subsequent derivations. Then come lilcs- 
trative entries, arranged in the same order as the meanings, which haw 
purposely been collected both from books and from conversation; for Mr. Gde* 
maintains that there is no real distinction between classical and colloqajd 
Chinese. 


Some phrases are purposely given in wrongly written forms, because sod 
forms happen to be in common use. A large number of entries have bees 
introduced to illustrate the best and highest planes of Chinese thought. Other* 
as affording glimpses into political, commercial, and social life. Proverb* 
household words, and even nursery rhymes, occur among the hundred thousand 
examples which go to make up this book. Even a general reader might find k 
not without interest to glance through the entries under the characters for na 
doctor , crime or punishment , drunk , to gamble , &c.”

Over one-fourth of them are of the 
first six years (1600 to 1606) of the existence of the “ London East India 
Company,” commonly called “ The Old East India Company,” a period o: 
which the records have hitherto been extremely meagre. 

The volume covers all the “Separate Voyages,” and the first serec 
years of their “Joint Stock Voyages,” for a list of them see page xiv. 

The contemporary influence of the Company’s early Veyages is to be 
traced even in the plays of Shakespeare.
